— A 
company of state troops was rushed 
here early today and ^thrown about 
the jail to prevent tho lynching of 
Joshua Tiller, Negro, who is charged 
with assault on a four-year-old girl, 
daughter of a farm er near Millington. 
Tho troops#were called for after a 
mob of 300 persons had stormed the 


jail around midnight. 
They gained 
entrance over the protests of Sheriff 
Seward, but were unable to get to the 
cell occupied by the Negro because 
of steel door*. 
The sheriff had hid­ 
den the keys. 
Several 
shots 
were fired in the 
mob’s assault on the jail, but no one 
was injured. 
Public indignation has been running 
high against the Negro since he was 
arrested. 
It reached the white heat 
late last night. 
Sheriff Seward 
pleaded with the 
ringleaders to disperse and let 
the 
law take its course, but they refused, 
and 
it 
was only after inability to 
reach the prisoner that the crowd left,

Do Married Men or Bach­ 
elors Live Longest 
Not Answered. 


New York.—Which live* longer—tbs 
married man or the bachelor? 
Few 
other questions In vital statistics have 
been more widely discussed, says the 
New 
York1 Times. 
All 
Information 
bearing 
on 
the 
subject 
has been 
studied by physicians, scientists, the­ 
ologians, social welfare experts end 
criminologists, and with particular at­ 
tention by the insurance companies. 
The answer to this ancient question 
has a general and far reaching influ­ 
ence. 
If .lt Is established that the 
chances of long life are greater for, 
bachelors than for the married, both 
men and women will naturally bs in­ 
fluenced in clo sin g between the two 
states. The moralist Ands such statis­ 
tics the basis for argument. 
For tho 
insurance companies the question Is n 
very practical one. 
Before millions of 
dollars are risked upon the expecta­ 
tion of life, the most reliable figures 
obtainable are gathered, regardless of 
trouble or expense. 
Despite 
painstaking 
Investigation, 
the problem today is still unsolved. 
Hard Words for Bachelorhood. 
One of the moot distinguished advo­ 
cates of the good Influence of marriage 
on longevity, Dr. .James Stark, regis­ 
trar general of Scotland, said, after 
careful investigation, that “bachelor­ 
hood is more destructive to long life 
than the most unwholesome of trades.” 


An array of figures has been quoted 
to prove this extreme view. 
According to Doctor Stark’s figures, 
out of every 100.000 married men be­ 
tween the ages of forty and fifty, 1,407 
die each year, as compared with 1,835 
unmarried men who die among a sim­ 
ilar number In the same period. 
In 
the early ages from twenty-five to 
thirty-five years, the proportion of 
deaths among the unmarried men is 
even greater. Out of 100,000 married 
persons. 
Including 
widowers, 
from 
twenty to twenty-fir# years old, 62ft 
die every year, while In the tame num­ 
ber of unmarried persons between the 
same ages no fewer than 1,281 die an­ 
nually. 
According to other British statistics, 
the average number of deaths per year 
among unmarried mea between tho 
ages of twenty-nine 
and 
forty-six 
years is twenty-sight In every 1,000, 
while among married men In the same 
period the deaths are only 18. 
A famous table prepared by Doctor 
Stark show’s the contrast between tho 
mortality of the married and tho 
single Is greatest between the ages of 
twenty and 
twenty-flve, 
and 
varies 
considerably at subsequent ages. 
His 
summary of the yearly mortality per

The greater longevity of married I 
men over bachelors is also pointed out 
by Christopher von Rufeland In bls 
work. “The Art of Prolonging Life.** 
This authority goes so far as to say 
that “there is not one instance of a 
bachelor’s having attained to a great 
age." He also asserts, as a result of 
his investigations, that “all those peo­ 
ple who have become very old were 
married more than once.” 
This con­ 
dition, he aays, applies to both men 
and women. 
Similar claims for the 
influence of married life upon longev­ 
ity might be quoted indefinitely. 
Some of the beat minds of the age 
have studied the problem. 
The sta­ 
tistics above quoted have been at­ 
tacked by no lese an authority than 
Herbert Spencer. 
The greet philoso­ 
pher accepted the statistics gathered 
by the Scotch statistician and others, 
bat disagreed entirely with the con­ 
clusion that marriage Itself prolongs 
life. 
The experts of modern Insur­ 
ance companies, it la found, seem to 
agree with Spencer’s reasoning. 
The great mass of statistics on the 
subject indicates in rife main that 
married men as a rule actually live 
longer than bachelors, and thht tho 
advantage, measured In years, is often 
considerable. 
The beat information 
obtainable is that snob is true in both 
America and Europe. 
The latest figures on the subject are 
probably those gathered by Frederick 
L. Hoffman, consulting statistician of 
the Prudential Insurance company of 
Newurk. He has found that the death 
rate among single men in America is 
appreciably higher than among mar­ 
ried men.

Motor Tax Cut 


The congressional proposal to cut the federal tax on motor 
cars from 5 per cent to 3 per cent is sailed with joy by nearly 
20,000,000 automobile owners. 
It pleases especially the prospec­ 
tive buyer of a new car, for this tax applies only on purchases. 
The motor car manufacturers have all pledged themselves to pass 
along the saving to their customers. 
This should mean an aver­ 


age saving of $15 to $20* car. 
In view of the fact that automobiles are subject to more 
taxes, federal and state together, than any other form of property, 
a very good argument can be made for abolishing this federal tax 
altogether, thereby benefitting the average automobile purchaser 
to the extent of $40 or $50. 
Perhaps the finest thing, however, about the proposed reduc 
tion, is the manufacturers’ pledge of good faith. 
This example is 
one that might be followed more generally in industries benefit­ 
ting by federal tax remission.

Stocks .suddenly slumped the other day more spectacularly 
than they had risen. 
Perhaps the boom was over-played.

without doubt, thejmoje promising situation iii Europe, especially 
since the treaty of Locarno. With prosperity at home and a stable 
market promised abroad, with greater promise of payment of for­ 
eign debts, what business ^eights would be impossible? 
The slump probably reflected, along with the causes sug­ 
gested above, a new flurry of fear about European peace, 
have looked less sure lately in Germany and France. 
Draw* a red ring around a date on the calendar. 
The date is 
December I. 
On that day the powers signing the security guar- 
antees and arbitration treaties at Locarno are scheduled to ratify 
them in London. 
If they do, Wall Street may blow the lid off, 
while pacifists and humanitarians generally celebrate in their own 
way.

Religion From Police 


A police officer is usually expected to wield a club in literal 
enforcement of the written law —not to probe for the ultimate 
cause of crime and suggest fundamental remedies. 
Richard E. Enright, police commissioner of New, York city, 
isn’t content to be merely a club-swinger. 
He frankly admits the 
d im e wave, and looks beyond the actual criminal. 
He finds the 
cause of it in tile state of mind of society as a w hole, and proposes 
the same remedy that w as advocated by President Coolidge. 
“We must get back to religion,” says the commissioner, 
“back to God, back to home life and prayer, back to the old home 
standards, back to personal supervision of child by parent, back to 
purity of standards of living. 
“We must get away from irreverence for God, for home and 
for father and mother, away from irreverence for law, away from 
booze parties, petting parties, lascivious literature, false standards 
of life and all that lead to them.”

ANY persons write asking about the oper­ 
ation for cataract. 
They w ant to know if 
it is serious, whether it hurts or not and 
what the chances are for success. 
I doubt if there is any other subject in medi­ 
cine which I can write about with greater confi­ 
dence than I can upon this particular one. 
It so 
happens that during my professional life I have had 
the privilege of operating upon a multitude of 
cases of cataract and restoring hundreds to sight. 
These patients have come from all walks in 
db. c o m a v d 
life, from the rich and from the poor, from those in middle-age and 
from old persons. 
You will recall that cataract la ea -f-- 
Bontially a disease of advanced life. 
There is a form found in babies, but 
this is not the kind we are talking 
about to day. 
C ataract is a disturbance of the 
crystalline lens of the eye, a struc­ 
ture that lies in the interior of the 
eyeball. 
It is not a growth of a 
film on the outside of the eye as 
many persons think. 
The operation consists in making 
an incision through the outer cover­ 
ing of the eye, opening the eyeball 
itself. 
You can see th at this will 
permit the fluids of the eye to run 
out, and the operation m ust be very 
skilfully done or it will destroy the 
sight. 
Having opened into the eyeball, the 
surgeon removes or scoops out the 
crystalline lens which has become 
opaque and no longer perm its light 
to enter the eye. 
This procedure may seem formid­ 
able. As a m atter of fact. It Is quick­ 
ly done. The entire operation takes 
less than a minute or two. Cocaine 
or some chief local anesthetic is 
employed, so that the operation it­ 
self is painless. 
The eye is bandaged and the 
patient is put to bed for the one pur­ 
pose of being kept quiet so that heal­ 
ing may progress. 
In a little while 
the effects of the local anesthetic 
pass away and there may be some 
sm arting and burning In the eye, 
but this will last only two or three 
hours, and Is not severe in most In­ 
stances. 
It has been my practice to leave 
the bandage undisturbed for a couple 
of days. 
During this time there is 
no discomfort beyond the inconveni­ 
ence of keeping quiet in bed. After 
the first time the eye ie redressed, 
a new dressing is put on every day, 
and in four or five days the patient 
is permitted to leave the bed. 
In a case less favorable than this 
there may be some reaction and the 
development of a low degree of in­ 
flammation, known as "lrUls.’' This 
complication delays complete recov­ 
ery, but by skilful treatm ent It speed­ 
ily disappears. 
After the recovery is complete, it 
ie necessary to wear glasses to over­ 
come the loss of the crystalline lens. 
T hat is the reason why persons who 
have been operated for cataract wear 
such thick glasses. 
There is no operation known to 
surgery which is so satisfactory be­ 
cause of its Immediate beneficial re­ 
sults.

MOSCOW — Announcement 
from 
the Pulkovski observatory in the Chi­ 
mes, of the discovery of a new comet 
apparently headed for the earth has 
elicited reassurances from the astro­ 
nomical department of the Univeisity 
of Moscow that the stellar wanderer 
Is quite harmless and will never come 
nearer than several billion miles of 
us. The new comet, is in the constel­ 
lation Pisces, and is discernible only 
with the highest powered telescope.

NEW REGULATIONS 


A n d r e w s 
Investigates 
Illegal Transportation 
of Intoxicants. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.--Another 
move to cut down the gigantic supply 
of liquor which goes onto the botleg 
m arket was taken today by Gen. L. 
C. Andrews, prohibition czar, when he 
directed a complete revamping of the 
present system. 
Thousands of permits which have 
been Issued in many states for the 
manufacture of wine for home con­ 
sumption will be revok'd outright. 
Regulations pertaining to the sup­ 
ply and distribution of medical wine 
and whisky, and sacraniantal liquors 
will be rewritten to reduce the amount 
of these intoxicants sold to that re­ 
quired for legitimate use. 
. 
Carriers Must File Bonds. 
Andrews 
already has established 
iron clad regulations for the move­ 
ment of liquors on railroads, provid­ 
ing that the carriers must file heavy 
bonds with the prohibition authorities 
In guarantee protection against law 
vitiation. 
A general investigation of the ille­ 
gal transportation of intoxicants by 
rail is in progress and further steps 
will be taken by the prohibition office

FOR LABORERS 
ON CONTINENT 


H i g h e r P a y a n d 
Plenty of Work are 
Magnets. 


P A R I S I S B U S Y 


Failure to Settle Debt 
Problem May Cause 
Reaction. 


W ASHINGTON.—Foreign 
laborers 
m ake up about 1,500,000' of the popu­ 
lation of France, according to infor­ 
m ation obtained by the departm ent of 
Commerce. 
W ith m ost of the other nations of 
Europe, particularly G reat b ritain and 
Italy, in far from satisfactory eco­ 
nomic position, France Is becoming 
the great w orkhouse of the continent. 
B etter wages, plenty of 
work 
and 
other factors are forming a grent m ag­ 
net to draw European labor to 
*he 
French nation. 
C ontrasted with F rance’s excellent 
dom estic business prosperity, her gov­ 
ernm ent Is 
far from the solvency 
which m arks those of Great Britain 
and Italy, officials said. The latter 
countries have built up solid finances 
in the central governm ent, by budget I 
balancing and currency stabilization, 
while France, 
letting these govern, 
m ental functions go Into the discard, 
so far has established a business sit 
nation probably better than any other 
nation in Europe. 
Forsee Reaction 
Failure of the French debt negotia­ 
tions in W ashington so far have not 


affected F rance’s econom ic position, 
but officials feel th at not far in the 
future a definite reaction will sta rt 
unless a funding agreem ent is reached 
with the United States and G reat Brit. 
ain. 
W ell-informed econom ists point out 
that French industry is already feel­ 
ing the need of financing -that to con­ 
tinue in its present success and to 
compete In the world wide trade war 
which is on in earnest, there m ust be 
currency stabilization, b etter credit 
ratings and balanced budgets in Paris. 
"The influx of laborers into F rance 
from other European countries which 
has been In progress ever since the 
Arm istice, continues unchecked,” E. 
A. M asuret, of the 
Comm ercial 
At- 
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tacb e’s office In Paris, has informed 
the departm ent of Commerce. 
‘‘T he total working population from 
oth er countries is 
about 
1,600,000, 
m ost of whom came from C entral Eu­ 
rope. 
Ip 1924 the total num ber ad­ 
m itted was 239,.iOr*. while 47,752 left 
France. 
Industrial laborers predom ­ 
in ate as shown by the record of 197.- 
196 in 1924, as against 42,189 agricul­ 
tural w orkers. 
Mostly Poles. italians. 
‘‘Poles and Italians are in the m a­ 
jo rity am ong the foreign laborers. 
"T he Introduction of foreign indus­ 


trial w orkers into France is autho. 
lzed only when they have a labor con 
tra c t which has been vised by the min 
later of L abor for industrial or by the 
m inister of A graculturo for the farm 
w orkers, an investigation being made 
in each case as to w hether the adm is­ 
sion of these w orkers will prejudice 
em ploym ent am ong the native labor­ 
ing population.' 
M asuret says th at th ere is employ 
m ent for practically every available 
workman in France at the present 
time. 
This co n trasts with over a mil 
lion unemployed in G reat B ritain.

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STATE BOUNDARY 
LINES AT FAULT 


Errors Run From Hundreds 
of Acres to Many 
Square Miles. 


Washington, D. G.—“Work recently 
benami 
to check up the condition of 
monuments marking the straight line 
boundary 
between 
New 
York 
and 
Pennsylvania, and to find how far tho 
line varies from Its proper position, 
brings to 
attention only one of the 
scores of ‘boundary skeletons' In the 
national closet," says a bulletin from 
the Washington (D. C.) headquarters 
of the National Geographic society. 
‘‘It Is probably safe to say that not 
one of the forty-eight states Is now 
administering 
exactly 
the 
territory 
which supposedly belongs to it,” con­ 
tinues the bulletin. “In some cases the 
differences are only matters of hun­ 
dreds or thousands of acres, but in 
others they must be measured by hun­ 
dreds of square miles. 
These faulty 
boundaries are for the most part ac­ 
cepted now, specially In the states 
longest settled; but the agreements 
have not all been 
reached quietly. 
There have been scores of disputes be­ 
tween neighboring states and terri­ 
tories, dozens of lawsuits have been 
brought before the Supreme court, and 
In one or two cases bitterness has been 
so great that civil war has seemed on 
the verge of breaking out. 
'Tho chief difficulty is in drawing 
straight lines. 
Anyone can draw a 
straight line on a piece of paper. Ha 
can construct a reasonably straight 
edged flower bed or driveway. But 
try to lay out a straight line soma 
miles or hundreds of miles long on 
the face of the earth, over hill and 
dale, valley and mountain, and you 
are faced by a vastly more difficult 
problem. 
"Many of the supposedly east and 
«est lines between the colonies, later 
Inherited as boundaries by the states, 
were laid out with no other instrument 
than the magnetic compass. 
The di­ 
rection In which the needle pointed 
varied as the surveyor advanced; but 
In some cases no account was taken 
of this, and In others Inaccurate cor­ 
rections were applied. 
The lines, in­ 
stead of being straight and running 
In a true cast am) west direction, were 
traced somewhat like rail fences be­ 
tween their terminal points, or struck 
off from tile true direction at an angle 
and had to be brought back at Inter­ 
vals by offsets. 
Plumb Lines Cause Errors. 
"Later when better instruments, as­ 
tronomical methods, and higher mathe­ 
matics were used the errors In running 
boundary lines were greatly reduced. 
An absolutely accurate line hundreds 
of miles long through rough country 
has never yet been marked out on the 
earth’s surface, however, and probably 
never will be—chiefly because survey­ 
ing Instruments depend on plumb line 
or spirit level to establish perpendicu­ 
lars. and these Indicators vary with 
differences in density of the rocks 
from place to place. 
The closest ap­ 
proach to accuracy lias been made by 
the ‘triangulation system,* which the 
United States coast and geodetic sur­ 
vey has extended over a great part of 
the United States. 
Errors still crop 
up, but they are almost negligible. 
It 
Is this triangulation system which has 
disclosed many of the rather glaring 
inaccuracies of the earlier boundary 
surveys. 
‘‘A number of boundary difficulties 
have arisen because of mistakes in 
geography. 
Thus the first boundary 
treaty between Great Britain and the 
United States in 1782 provided that 
the northern boundary of the United 
States should run from Lake of the 
Woods ‘on a due west course to the 
river Mississippi’—a physical impossi­ 
bility. 
This error had til be adjusted

‘‘A good corn crop in Ohio is al­ 
ways indicative of prosperity,’’ West 
said.

This insures an abundant, supply of 
feed. 
A big percentage of the corn 
crop is marketed through feeding on 
the farm, and as live stock prices are 


West aln) pointed out that the big 
cotton crop in the south is beneficial 
to the live stock industry, as a plen­ 
tiful supply of cottonseed meal will 
bo atonable at moderato prices. 
Although the early potato crop was 
somewhat less than in former years, 
the late supply is b itter find is bring­ 
ing a higher price.

Okmulgee, Okla.- The ancient whip­ 
ping tree and the old capitol of a 
vanished Indian nation .still are doing 
service in this city. 
In the heart of Okmulgee stands the 
council house of the Creek nation, 
erected In 1878. 
The Young Men’s 
Christian association and the chamber 
of commerce have their headquarters 
in the building, and a bus line uses 
one corner for an office. 
The building and its grounds occupy 
a block In the center of the business 
district. 
Among the numerous trees 
on the grounds are two where the exe­ 
cutions and the legal whippings took 
place. 
The Creeks had no Jails. They had 
only two methods of punishment. - 
whipping and shooting. 
The punish­ 
ment for robbery, for instance, was 50 
lashes for the first offense, IOO laches 
for the second, and death for the third. 
In cases of exeeutlon, the condemned 
Indian was tied to the tree and shot. 
Damage suits were settled In cash, 
work or SO lashes on the bare back. 
The council house Is a two-story 
building of native sandstone. 
On the 
first floor were the departments of 
It government; on the second, the legis­ 
lative halls. 
The Creeks were o b* of the fiv e 
civilized tribes moved by the govern­ 
ment from the southeastern part of 
the United State* to this territory 
about ISS'). 
They established here a complete 
system of government, similar ta the 
American republic, but with much sim­ 
pler forms. 
Their legislature was composed af 
the “house of king*'' (senate) and the 
“house of warriors." Th* heed af the 
■tau was the principal chief, elected 
for four years by a majority vote of 
the males of the nation. 
His assistant' 
was the second chief elected la the 
same manner 
There was a high court and a di» 
trlct court, each district having a pros­ 
ecuting attorney, a judge and a com­ 
pany of light horsemen, who were la 
the nature of mounted police. 
The council house belongs to the city 
of Okmulgee. 
Efforts are new being 
made among the remaining Indiana to 
move the building to a national Indian 
park planned near bere.

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Motor Tax Cut 


The congressional proposal lo cut the federal tax on motor 
curs from 5 per cent to 3 per cent is sailed with joy by nearly 
20,000,000 automobile owners. 
It pleases especially the prospec­ 
tive buyer of a new car, for this tax applies only on purchases. 
The motor car manufacturers have all pledged themselves to pass 
along the saving to their customers. This should mean an aver­ 
age saving of $15 to $20 a car. 
In view of the fact that automobiles are subject to more 
taxes, federal and state together, than any other form of property, 
a very good argument can be made for abolishing this federal tax 
altogether, thereby benefitting the average automobile purchaser 
to the extent of $40 or $50. 
Perhaps the finest thing, however, about the proposed reduc 
lion, is the manufacturers’ pledge of good faith. This example is 
one that might be followed more generally in industries benefit­ 
ting by federal tax remission.

C ataract is a disturbance of the 
crystalline lens of the eye, a struc­ 
ture that lies in the Interior of the 
eyeball. 
It is not a growth of a 
film on the outside of the eye as 
many persons think.

You <an see that this will 
perm it the fluids of the eye to run 
out. and the operation m ust be very 
skilfully done or it will destroy the 
eight.

This procedure may seem formid­ 
able.

a new dressing la ru t on every day. 
and in four or five days the patient 
is perm itted to leave the bed. 
In a case less favorable than this 
there may be some reaction and the 
development of a low degree of in­ 
flammation. known aa "iritis.’' This 
complication delays complete recov­ 
ery, hut by skilful treatm ent it speed­ 
ily disappears. 
A fter the recovery is complete, it 
Is necessary to wear glasses to over­ 
come the loss of the crystalline lens.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.— Another 
move to cut down the gigantic supply 
of liquor which goes onto the botlog 
market was taken today by Gen. L. 
C. Andrews, prohibition czar, when he 
directed a complete revamping of the 
present system. 
Thousands of permits which have 
been Issued in many states for the 
manufacture of wine for home con­ 
sumption will be revoked outright. 
Regulations pertaining to the sup­ 
ply and distribution of medical w in e 
and whisky, and sacramantal liquors 
will be rewritten to reduce the amount 
of these intoxicants sold to that re­ 
quired for legitimate use. 
„ 
Carriers Must File Bends. 
Andrews 
already has established 
iron clad regulations for the move­ 
ment of liquors on railroads, provid­ 
ing that the carriers must file heavy 
bonds with the prohibition authorities 
In guarantee protection against law 
xlfoiatlon. 
A general investigation of the ille­ 
gal transportation of Intoxicants by 
rail is In progress and further steps 
will be taken by the prohibition office 
to stop what is believed to be a wide­ 
spread conspiracy to violate the law\ 
The industrial alcohol manufacture 
and distribution system is under re­ 
organization. Operation of regulations 
already In effect is said to be result­ 
ing in at least a partial check on legtti. 
mate diversions. 
In the study of the prohibition situa­ 
tion Andrew’s discovered that an enor­ 
mous number of permits have been 
issued for the manufacture of home 
consumption wine in many states. 
These permits were issued under tho 
old revenue act. A considerable quan­ 
tity of this liauor is believed to be go­ 
ing onto the bootleg market. 
Plan to Stop Leaks. 
Andrews has experts studying the 
sacramental and medicinal liquor sit­ 
uation. 
No details of possible provi­ 
sions of the new regulations have 
beeu made public, but It was stated 
that a material reduction In the dis­ 
tribution of these intoxicants will re­ 
sult. 
Regulations will bq, issued soon to 
stGp up many of the leaks. 
Some 
minor amendments to the revenue act 
have been recommended and it is pos­ 
sible that other changes will be aug 
seated to congress. 
Responsibility for enforcement of 
minor Infractions of the laws should 
be 
assumed 
by 
state, county 
and 
municipal governments, treasury offi­ 
cials asserted today, replying to the 
attack on the government's new dry 
policy by Wayne B. Wheeler, of the 
Anti-Saloon league.

; tion for much less than $3,000. 
The 
city has no money 
in

treasury 
available for this purpose. 
The Carnegie library on the other 
hand is a fireproof building with a 
modern heating plant 
and properly 
wired for light. The city has already 
appropriated money for its upkeep. It 
will be heated and lighted regardless 
of whether It is used or not. At prac­ 
tically no expense the assembly room 
can be converted Into a very modern 
up-to-date court room which will be a 
credit to the city. 
Within a few months after the court 
is in operation it will be on more than 
a self sustaining basis. 
It will then 
probably be able to take over the heat­ 
ing and lighting and janitor service 
for the whole building.

WASHINGTON.—Foreign 
laborers 
make up about 1,500,000" of the popu­ 
lation of France, according to infor­ 
mation obtained by the department of 
Commerce. 
With most of the other nations of 
Europe, particularly Ore,at Britain and 
Italy, in far from satisfactory eco­ 
nomic position, France is becoming 
the great workhouse of the continent. 
Better wages, plenty of 
work 
and 
other factors are forming a great mag­ 
net to draw European labor to 
file 
French nation. 
Contrasted with France’s excellent 
domestic business prosperity, her gov- 
em inent is 
far from the solvency 
which marks those of Great Britain 
and Italy, officials said. The latter 
countries have built up solid finances 
in the central government, by budget 
balancing and currency stabilization, 
while France, 
letting these govern, 
mental functions go Into the discard, 
so far has established a business sit 
nation probably better than any other 
nation In Europe. 
Forsee Reaction 
Failure of the French debt negotia­ 
tions in Washington so far have not 


affected France’s economic position, 
but officials feel that not far In the 
future a definite reaction will start 
unless a funding agreement Is reached 
with the Cnited States and Great Brit­ 
ain. 
Well-informed economists point out 
that French industry Is already feel­ 
ing the need of financing -that to con­ 
tinue in its present success and to 
compete in the world wide trade war 
which is on in earnest, there must be 
currency stabilization, better credit 
ratings and balanced budgets in Baris. 
"The influx of laborers Into France 
from other European countries which 
has been in progress ever since the 
Armistice, continues unchecked,’’ E. 
A. Masuret, of the

“The total working population from

In 1924 tile total number ad­ 
mitted was 230,Ha**, while 47,752 left 
France. 
Industrial laborers predom­ 
inate as shown by the record of 197.- 
196 in 1924, as a g a in s t 42,189 agricul­ 
tural workers 
Mostly Poles. Italians. 
‘‘Poles and Italians are in the m a­ 
jority among the foreign laborers. 
“The introduction of foreign indus­ 


trial workers into France is author 
ized only when they have a labor con­ 
tract which has been vised by the min­ 
ister of Labor for industrial or by the 
minister of Agraculture for the farm 
workers, an investigation being made 
in each case as to whether the admi» 
sion of these workers will prejudice 
employment among the native labor­ 
ing population.’ 
Masuret says that there Is employ 
ment for practically every available 
workman in France at the present 
time. 
This contrasts with over a mil­ 
lion unemployed in Great Britain.

Errors Run From Hundreds 
of Acres to Many 
Square Miles. 


D, 0 .—"Work rereiitly 
begun 
to check tip the condition of 
monuments marking the

Tenneyl vanla, and to find how far the 
Hue varies from Its proper position, 
brings 
to attention only 
one of the 
scores 
of ‘boundary skeletons’ In the 
national closet," says a bulletin from 
the Washington (I). C.) headquarters 
of the National Geographic society. 
"It Is probably safe to say that not 
one of tbe forty eight states is now 
administering 
exactly 
the 
territory 
which supposedly belongs to It," con­ 
tinues the bulletin. "In some cases the 
differences are only matters of hun­ 
dreds or thousands of acres, hut In 
others they must be measured by hun­ 
dreds of square miles. 
These faulty 
boundaries are for the most part ac­ 
cepted no w , sp ecially In tbe states 
longest settled; but the agreements 
hare not all been 
reached 
quietly. 
There have been scores of disputes be­ 
tween 
neighboring states and 
terri­ 
tories, 
dozens of lawsuits have been 
brought before the Supreme court, and 
In one or two cases bitterness has been 
so great that civil war has seemed on 
the verge of breaking out. 
’T h o chief difficulty is in drawing 
straight lines. 
Anyone can draw a 
straight line on a piece of paper. 
He 
can construct a reasonably straight 
edged 
flower bed or driveway. 
But 
try to 
lay out a straight line 
some 
miles or hundreds of miles long on 
the face of the earth, over hill and 
dale. valley and mountain, and you 
arc faced by a vastly more difficult 
problem. 
"Many of the supposedly v*aal and 
wct-t lines between the colonies, later 
inherited na boundaries by the states, 
were laid out with no other Instrument 
than the magnetic compass. 
The di­ 
rection in which the ueedle pointed 
varied aa the surveyor advanced; but 
In some cases no account was taken 
of this, and In others inaccurate cor­ 
rections were applied. 
The lines. In­ 
stead of being straight and running 
In a true cast and "cst direction, were 
traced somewhat like rail fences be­ 
tween their terminal points, or stru<k 
off from tile true direction at an angle 
and had to be brought l*ack at Inter­ 
vals by offsets. 
Plumb Lines Cause Errors. 
"Irater when better instruments, as­ 
tronomical methods, and higher mathe­ 
matics were used the errors in running 
boundary lines were greatly reduced. 
An absolutely accurate line hundreds 
of miles long through rough country 
lias never yet been marked out on the 
earth’s surface, however, and probably 
never will b e —chiefly because survey­ 
ing Instruments depend on plumb line 
or spirit level to establish perpendicu­ 
lars, and these indicators vary with 
differences in density of the rocks 
from place to place. 
The closest ap­ 
proach to accuracy lias beeu made by ; 
the ‘triangulation system,’ which the ; 
United States coast and geodetic sur­ 
vey has extended over a great part of 
the United States. 
Errors still crop 
up, but they are almost negligible. 
It 
is this triangulation system which bas 
disclosed many of the rather glaring 
Inaccuracies of tile earlier boundary 
surveys.

Christian association und the chamber 
of commerce have their headquarters 
in the building, aud a bus line uses 
one corner for an office,

The building and its grounds occupy 
a block in die center of the business 
district. 
Among the numerous trees 
on the ground* are two where the exe­ 
cutions and the legal whippings took 
place. 
The Creeks had no Jails. 
They had 
only two methods of punishment - 
xiv hipping and shooting 
The punish­ 
ment for robbery, for instance, was 60 
lashes for tbe first offense, IOO laahes 
for the second, and death for the third. 
In cases of execution, the condemned 
indian was tied to the tree and shot. 
Damage suits were settled lo cash, 
work or 50 lashes on the bare back. 
The council house Is a two story 
building of natlxe sandstone. 
On the 
first floor were the departm ents of 
governm ent; on the eecond, the logia 
latlve halls. 
The Creeks were one of the five 
civilized tribes moved by the govern 
ment from the southeastern part of 
the United States to this territory 
about I$86. 
They established here a complete 
system of government, similar to the 
American republic, but with mach sim­ 
pler forms. 
Their legislature was composed of 
the "houae of kings" (senate) and the 
“bouse of warriors." 
The heed of the 
■tate was the principal chief, elected 
for four year* by a majority vote of 
tile males of the nation. 
H it assistant' 
was the second chief elected in the 
■ame manner 
There was a high court and a dis­ 
trict court, each district having a pros­ 
ecuting attorney, a Judge and a com­ 
pany of light horsemen, who were in 
the nature of mounted police. 
The council house belongs to tbe city 
of Okmulgee. 
Efforts are now being 
made among the remaining Indians to 
move the building to a national Indian 
park planned near here.

LINES AT FAULT 


Errors Run From Hundreds 
of Acres to Many 
Square Miles. 


Washington, D. C.—"Work recently 
begun to cheek up the condition of 
monuments m arking the straight line 
boundary 
between 
New 
York 
aud 
Pennsylvania, and to find how far the 
Hue varies from its proper position, 
brings to attention only one of the 
scores of ‘boundary skeletons' In the 
national closet,” says a bulletin from 
the W ashington (D. C.) headquarters 
of the N ational Geographic society. 
"It is probably safe to say th a t not 
one of the forty-eight states is now 
adm inistering 
exactly 
the 
territory 
which supposedly belongs to it,’’ con­ 
tinues the bulletin. “In some cases the 
differences are only m atters of hun­ 
dreds or thousands of acres, but In 
others they m ust be m easured by hun­ 
dreds of square miles. 
These faulty 
boundaries are for the most part ac­ 
cepted now , sp e c ia lly In the states 
longest settled; but the agreem ents 
have not all been 
reached 
quietly. 
There have been scores of disputes be­ 
tween neighboring states and terri­ 
tories, dozens of law suits have been 
brought before the Supreme court, and 
in one or two rases bitterness has been 
so great that civil w ar has seemed on 
the verge of breaking out. 
“Tho chief difficulty is in drawing 
straight lines. 
Anyone can draw a 
straight line on a piece of paper. H a 
can construct a reasonably straight 
edged flower bed or driveway. 
But 
try to lay out a straight line soma 
miles or hundreds of miles long on 
the face of the earth, over hill and 
dale, valley and mountain, and you 
are faced by a vastly more difficult 
problem. 
"Many of the supposedly east and 
uest lines between the colonies, later 
Inherited as boundaries by the states, 
were laid out with no other Instrument 
than the magnetic compass. 
The di­ 
rection In which the needle pointed 
varied us the surveyor advanced ; hut 
In sonic easeg no account was taken 
of this, and in others Inaccurate cor­ 
rections were applied. 
The lines, in­ 
stead of being straight and running 
In a true east an») west direction, were 
traced somewhat like rail fences be­ 
tween their terminal points, or struck 
off from tHe true direction at an angle 
and had to he brought back at Inter­ 
vals by offsets. 
Plumb Lines Cause Errors. 
"Later when better instruments, as­ 
tronomical methods, and higher mathe­ 
matics were used the errors In running 
boundary lines were greatly reduced. 
An absolutely accurate line hundreds 
of miles long through rough country 
has never yet been marked out on the 
earth's surface, however, and probably 
, never will b e—chiefly because aurvey- 
t in* instruments depend on plumb line 
^ «yr spirit level to establish perpendicu­ 
lars. and these Indicators vary with 
differences in density of the rocks 
from piace to place. 
The closest ap­ 
proach to accuracy has been made by 
tho 'triangulation system,’ which the 
United States coast and geodetic su r­ 
vey has extended over a great part of 
the United States. 
Errors still crop 
up, but they are almost negligible. 
It 
is this triangulation system which has 
disclosed many of the rather glaring 
inaccuracies of the earlier boundary 
surveys.
